"The fourth "week in 
January will be the first compen- 
sable weck and checks cannot bej 
written until the compensable 
week is completed and it has been 
determined if any- wages were 
earned in the compensable week. 

"The Unemployment Compen- 
sation division has received hun- 


tér and we want to make it clear 
that under the law no checks can 
be issued until tBe latter’ part of 
Janyary and the first benefit 
[check in all próbabiity will not 
| be mailed before Janu&ry 30. 

"To be eligible for benefits un- 
der the law a worker must have 
earned wages equal to sixteen 
times his weekly benefit amount 
between January 1 and September 
30, 1938, from a person, firm or 
corporajion that iw liable for con- 
tributinos under. the State Upnem- 
ployment Compensation law. 

"The law'alsc provides that he 
register for work at the nearest of- 
fice of the Florida.State Employ- 
ment service, that-he be able and 
available for, work. At the same 
tjme he makes application for work 
he also files claim for ,bjnefit pay- 
ments. 

"During his period of unemploy- 
ment the worker is required to're- 
turn to the employment . office 
each week on a specified day. 
After the completion of his wait- 
ing period the wofker files a çon- 
tinued clalm each week for bene- 
fits. If the worker continues., toi 
bé unemployed indefinitely he can. 
not receive a benefit fór more than 
sixteen weeks in the year begin:
